BLOODY FIGHTING. 


If the Turkish government had not 


put forth extraordinary effort to hold 
the north shore of the Dardanelles 
and thus keep control of the water 
highway to Constantinople, no such 
losses as are admitted in dispatches 
from that city could have been sus- 
tained." It is confessed that the Turks 
have had more than 13,000 men killed 
or -wounded in the struggle for Galli- 
poli, and the proportion said to have 
been slain indicates that many thou- 
sand of the wounded have been taken 
prisoners or are in some other way 
kept out of the published totals. 


These facts prove that the Ottoman 


power in Europe has been reduced to 
the last extremity;. It is clear that 
the most frantic efforts to beat back 
the Bulgarians who are operating near 
the Dardanelles have resulted in noth- 
ing better than severe losses and an 
apparent victory for the Bulgars. It 
cannot be long before such hammer- 
ing of the Turkish lines will brealt 
through their fortifications, either be- 
fore Constantinople or near Gallipoli, 
and then there can be nothing left but 
the complete collapse of resistance to 
the allies. 


At London the representatives of 


the Balkan states plainly showed that, 
they dreaded the losses and burdens 
of a renewal of the war, but the Turks 
kept up a show of confidence which 
has 
been made ridiculous by the 


course of events since the conference 
ended, in 
disagreement. The 
hard 


conditions of peace offered the Sultan 
then were better than the terms he 
will yet be forced to accept. 
*- 


DEATH FOR LOYALTY. 


Francisco I. Madero and his former 


vice president, Jose Pino Saurez, shot 
down in cold blood by their captors. 
is the news that startles the civilized 
world today. As far as can be learned 
the only offense charged against all 
of the officials of the Madero regime 
that have met death at the hands of 
their victors, was loyalty and courage 
in fighting for the lawfully constituted 
authorities 
of their country. 
They 


liave been slain, it seems, because of 


their zeal in standing true to the only 
government of the Mexican republic 
which had behind it the support and 
sanction of a popular majority in a 
free election. 


"Where such service is considered 


sufficient reason for victorious rebels 
to execute men in their power, what 
hope is there of real peace and lib- 
erty? 
The first may come but not 


yoked, as it ought always to be, with 
the second. Mexico may get peace at 
the hands of a formidable and ruth- 
less dictator, but there is no promise 
whatever of quiet and order under 
free institutions, given, fair and lib- 
eral interpretation and effect. 


So far, the men who have over- 


thrown Madfiro have been much more 
cruel and vindictive than he showed 
himself in dealing with his enemies 
when they were in his power. 
It is 


natural, for they are soldiers and he 
was always a civilian and a man of 
scholarly and artistic1 bent until he 
took up arms against Porfirio Diaz, 
but it is not a hopeful sign of the 
times 
for Mexico, There 
are 
too 


many rival leaders still in the field.and 
they are so strongly supported in the 
sections of the country where they 
have been active. 


]f Orozco, Zapata, Felix Diaz and 


Huerta could all be exiled permanent- 
ly and some new man, not antago- 
nized by any faction, brought, to the 
front there might be a chance for real 
unity of national feeling and lasting 
peace in Mexico, but the military 
chiefs are strong and the right kind 
of public spirit is weak and inert.

in the state, there are seven state trav- 
eling libraries. 


That a vast growth in interest 
in 


books by rural communities of Wis- 
consin has marked recent years is a 
deduction gathered from a report is- 
sued by the commission, which shows 
that (>03 communities were served with 
traveling libraries in 
the fiscal year 


Hill-] 912, as compared with 895 com- 
munities in 1009-191.0. This number 
included 179 new and 
resumed sta- 


tions. Over 1,000 requests for books 
were filled. 


The state traveling libraries, which 


are small collections 
of books sent 


from the office of the commission in 
the capitol to various communities al 
over the state, contained at last re 
port 7,849-volumes. 
Thirty-volunn 


libraries are sent to isolated hamlet: 
in northern Wisconsin; the .'io-volum 
libraries are sent to the regular sta 
tions of average sine. They are kep 
for six months and then returned t< 
Madison in exchange for another box 
The only expense is freight charges 
Smaller public libraries having inade- 
quate book funds may rent 100-volumi 
libraries for $12 a year. 
German, Yid 


dish, Norwegian, Danish and Polisl 
traveling libraries, containing 35 vol 
times each are sent out, 
and smal 


groups of Bohemian, French, German 
Swedish and other books for specific 
nationalities are often sent with the 
English-speaking libraries 
to settle 


ments of foreigners. 


The traveling libraries are intended 


for farming communities and smal 
villages not enjoying 
public librarj 


privileges. To secure one. it is nee 
essary that ten responsible citizens 
make application to the commissioi 
and select a responsible person 
to 


care for the library. 


During the last two years the com 


mission has sent out 2,800 boxes ot 
books and magazines to communities 
where without them there would

little or nothing for them to read. 


In two counties—Rusk and Florence
